Several shipments have been stopped oh our evidence 4 PI*on 
the viewpoint of directing intelligence procurement.; nd 
obtaining information permitting immediate 13. S. love enmnnw 
action this liaison has been one of the most valuable ever 
established. I am sure that if the question shoulc ; iriue C IT 
would prove a very strong supporter of the CIA mission* 

Operationally from our point of view the liais© i ha e 
been successful. The Enforcement Staff has bean able to 
expedite and give licenses without question to ‘certi ui -Odd 
shipments required for operational purposes. It ht $ pro vie ©a 
us with agents in certain ports. 

There has oeen only one difficulty In the liaison *»_Ich 
has arisen rather infrequently but which has increased n:ne» 
what recently. Mr. Blomquist has felt that hi 3 was i sue. .tnia 
liaison to opt T This is not unnatural from the tone of 
■'Xdriilral Tllllenkoetter T s letter as well as from tne #uco»»sa 
Mr. Blomquist has had in obtaining Information pert! lenr; tc 
his cases wnich he nad hitherto been unable to acquire. 

OCD has long maintained an overall general doom men, 
procurement liaison to Commerce.

It would strengthen the OSO liaison if tilt Enft »cauj«.:p 
Staff could be advised before these various lit j son: jonts.-ns 
occur. To that end, when an overall CIA problem art 303 
there would oe great profit in a mutual consult atlor ce t w; < n 
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the various Offices before anyone speaics in -the name or tu 
in CoEaaerco. However, more and more problems wall d< ve jo- 
in these ad hoc arrangements, if liaison, other than 
document liaison, increases beyond properly and. nnrrt.wlj 
defined Units. The indiscriminate liaison now incrtasin ;; l t 
maintained by other Offices of CIA is not only man iff stiy 
insecure in general but endangers the OSO effectual rrrfli ri- 
me nt . 

Therefore, since the OSO liaison is to a snail . na 
secure part of Commerce, it is possible that, in aco* rdf n: ? 
with the principles of secure handling of documents hicn 
form the basis of Administrative Instruction 10-14, he Oil 
liaison should be the channel normally used for the other 
• Offices. The OSO liaison is particularly appropriate bee; , me 
of the security problems which liaison with Commerce entail 3.
